ECUADOR. 

Report from, Guayaquil— Smallpox and yellow fever. 

Passed Assistant Surgeon Lloyd reports, September 19, as follows: 

During the first fifteen days of the present month there were 2 deaths 
from yellow fever and 19 from smallpox in Guayaquil. A recent 
count of the number of cases of smallpox in Guayaquil revealed 32 
cases being treated by physicians in their private practise. So far as 
I know, nothing has been done by the board of health in these cases. 

The physician to the superior board of health has been active in his 
efforts to induce that body to take action looking to the improvement 
of conditions here, but so far little has been accomplished. 

The patient isolated by the Service representative on behalf of the 
Guayaquil and Quito Railroad has recovered and there has been no 
further spread from this source.
